DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Las et al. 
The patent to Las shows an insect bait station having a bait station body, first 32 and 
second 50 internal chambers and a frangible seal ( the material such as thin plastic or 
aluminum foil separating the first and second reservoirs as shown in Fig. 10). Breaking 
the reservoir 50 allows liquid insecticide to leak onto the toxicant applicator 46 which is 
available to insects in the second chamber. The flow of liquid insecticide reaches a 
hydrostatic equilibrium level between the two chambers since liquid only flows out as 
required. Las shows the bait station body adapted to form an opening 24 into which 
insects attain access to the liquid insecticide in the second chamber. In reference to 
claim 1 , Las shows the second chamber being substantially larger than the first 
chamber, but it would have been obvious to size the first chamber larger than the 
second chamber since routine experimentation would be used to determine the size 
relationship between the chambers noting that changes in size are obvious. See In re 
Rose, 105 USPQ 137. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-7 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed July 1 9, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's response overcomes the rejection under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph. Lars functions in the same manner as in the recited claim 1 with two 
chambers and fluid flow between them. The second chamber includes an opening into 
which insects gain entry to access the liquid toxicant and only a small portion of the 
liquids surface area is exposed to the atmosphere to minimize evaporation and prolong 
the life of the bait station.
